MADISON, May 19—Permanent Chair- 


man Lenroot, presiding at the Republi- 
can convention attended by the Ln Fol- 
lette delegates, called .the gathering to 
order at 9:40 o'clock and inquired if the 


committee on resolutions was ready to 
report. Chairman 
Chynoweth, of that 


committee reported that he had a com- 
munication from one of 
1 the members of 


the. committee which was sent to* tho 
secretary's desk for reading. It proved 
to be the resignation from the commit- 
tee of Chas. H. Piister, of Milwaukee, 
one of the'anti-third term leaders. ..The 
resignation was accepted und Fred C; 
Lorenz of Milwaukee was named -to fill 
the vacancy. The convention became in- 
formal while the committee on resolu- 
tions conferred. 


Several hundred delegates' chairs wore 


empty, and it 
was said all of the 


Baensch aud Cook delegates were at- 
tending tho anti-third termers meeting 
nt the Fuller opera house. 


Chairman Chynoweth reported that 


three members ot the resolutions com- 
mittee, Messrs. Reynolds, Bennett and 
KiorcKn failed to meet with the com- 
mittee, but that as prepared the report 
was signed by eight members 
of the 


committee. 


The platform strongly indorses the na- 


tional administration und the state ad- 
ministration of Gov. La Follete. 


TEXT OF RESOLUTIONS.- 


The following is an abstract: 
The Republican party of the state of 


Wisconsin through its chosen representa- 
tives, in regular convention assembled, 
reaffirms its steadfast support of the en- 
during principles of the Republican par- 
tv as expressed in national platforms 
and wrought out day by day in the ad- 
ministration of affairs of the national 
government by Presidents McKinley and 
Roosevelt.

Of his countrj'men. 
We commend Mr. Roosevelt's firm en- 


forcement of law and preservation of 
poace as especially evinced by his con- 
duct in settling the coal, strike in Penn- 
sylvania and in prosecuting the merger 
litigation in the northwest. 


We firmly'adhere to the fundamental

This operated 
in nine of tho wards in Milwaukee where 
the vote was divided and,the anti-third 
termers had left the convention, in in- 
creasing the lead of the administration. 
This was also the case in the vote for 
governor, which followed.

THE GOVERNOR -RENOMINATED.

Twenty-one year-} ago today Racine 


was visited by tho most destructive cy- 
clone in its history.. It came from the 
southwest.

struck there was a ronr similar to that 
of an approaching train. The twisting 
black cloud was seen in the distance and 
it picked up houses and trees and the 
air was lilled with debris. 


After it wns over investigation reveal-

"it is a singular thing that state legis- 
latures will insist on enacting legislation 
that is clenrly unconstitutional and 
known to be so at the time. Laws are 
enacted as to which tin-re is considerable 
doubt of being eonstitulional and there 
seems to be no official whose duty it will 
be to steer the legislatures clear in their 
path. 
There have been laws enacted 


having a proper purpose in view, but 
still'when attempted to be enforced by 
some enterprising state official, turn m;t 
to be but waste paper. Then too laws 
will be enacted having no proper purpose 
nt all, but only for mischief, and most 
of these also, if resisted,-are held to be 
of no good. Laws clearly beneficial to 
the community, to the state in general, 
laws that would serve a high public pur- 
pose fall by tho nets of supreme courts 
because of inability to meet the test 
of constitutionality. 


One fltutc enacts a law intended to ap- 


ply but to one city when it is known be- 
yond question, any law of that nature 
must be general in its application. The 
law pots on tho books and when inter- 
ested parties seek to enforce hoping they 
will get through successfully, other in- 
terested parties invoke tlic ever ready 
constitutional test nnd proceed to knock 
the. offending law out. States enact pure 
food laws, enact anti-trust laws, but su- 
preme court after supreme court of dif- 
ferent atates have knocked every one 
of them out of existence. It ought not 
to be said all this is of a purpose that 
our courts arc so prejudiced in favor ot 
trust and combinations, nnd oppo?e pro- 
per legislation that pure food and pure 
air be secured, that they find us uncon- 
stitutional these forms of legislation 
having the best interests of the. general 
community at ncart. 


. Rather that legislatures through 
lect in having examined by trained legn' 
minds the proposed laws, enact these 
measures that faulty in some particulars 
faulty in some sections in requiring the, 
right" thing to be done in the wrong wny, 
make it necessary for tiie courts to pur- 
sue the course they do.

'Ins great mastiff Ru.dge. 


I had long since heard of tho old 


.gentleman as one of the most interest- 
dug residents of the precinct. I had 
even seen him more than once on the

It was standing when Washington 


was u village. It antedates the capitol 
mid the White Hous" Built by a man 
of wealth, it bears to this Cay the Im- 
press of the large ideas and quiet ele- 
gance of colonial times; but the shad- 
ow which speedily fell across it made 
it a marked place even In those early 
days. 
While It has always escaped 


the hackneyed epithet of "haunted," 
families that have moved in have us 
quickly moved out, giving as their ex- 
cuse that no happiness was to be fount! 
there and that sleep was impossible 
under its roof. That there was some 
reason for this lack of rest within 
walls which were.not without their 
tragic reminiscences all must acknowl- 
edge. Death had often occurred there, 
nnd while this fact can be stated In 
regard to most old houses, it Is not 
often that one can say, as in this case, 
that it was invariably sudden and in- 
variably of one character. 


A lifeless man, lying outstretched on 


a certain hearthstone, might be found 
once In a house nn'd awaken no special 
comment, but when this sarno discov- 
ery lias been made twice, if not thrice, 
during tho history of a single dwelling, 
one might surely -be -pardoned a dis- 
trust of Its seemingly homelike ap 
pointments and discern In its slowly 
darkening walls 'the presence of an 
evil which if left to lt*el£ might perish 
in the natural decay of the place, but 
which, If met and challenged, might 
strike again and make, another blot on 
Its thrice crimsoned hearthstone. 


But these are old fables which I 


should hardly presume to mention 
had it not been for the recent occur- 
rence which has recalled them to all 
men's minds and given to this long 
empty and slowly crumbling building 
an Importance which has spread its 
fame from one end of the country to 
the other. I refer to the tragedy at- 
tending tho wedding lately celebrated 
there. 


Veronica Moore,.rich,pretty and will- 


ful, hod long cherished a strange liking 
for this frowning old home of her an- 
cestors and, at the 'tuost critical time 
In her life, conceived the idea of prov- 
ing to herself and to society nt large 
that-no real ban lay upon It save in 
tho Imagination of the superstitious. 
So, being about to many the choice of

Battleship 
Hatsuse Ran Into 


Two Oft Port Arthur Sink- 


ing in Few Minnies. 


TOKIO, May 19, 9:30 p. m.—Yico Ad-; 


miral Togo has reported as follows: "A: 


report from Rear Admiral Dcwa. says 
that at fourteen minutes past one in the 
afternoon of May 15, in a deep fog off. 
Port -Arthur, the Kasuga rammed the! 
Yoshino, sinking the latter in a few min- 
utes. Ninety of her crew were saved. . ! 


"The same morning the Hatsuse, while 


cruising'off Port Arthur covering the 
landing of soldierj, struck a mine ten 
knots southeast of the harbor entrance. 
She signalled for help and 
instantly 


struck another mine. She sank in half 
an hour. Three hundred of her crew 
were saved by torpedo boats." 


The Yoshino was a cruiser of 4,180 


tons displacement and 15,000 indicated 
horse power. She was built in England, 
was launched in 1802, wns 350 foot long, 
had 40y, feet beam and her draft was 17 
feet. The armament of the Yashino con- 
sisted of four C in ch guns, eight 4.7 inch 
gumls and twenty-three 3 pounders. She 
hnd five torpedo tubes, 
her 
arm'ored 


deck was 4'/i inches thick and her gun 
positions'were protected by shields 41/; 
inches in thickness. The cruiser's speed 
was estimated to be S3 knots, her coal 
capacity was 1,000 tons and her crew 
numbered 300 men. 


The armored cruiser Kasuga, formerly 


ly the Morinn, was purchased from Ar- 
gentina and taken by the British officer, 
with the Nisshin bought by Japan from 
Argentina • and formerly the Eivadavia, 
to Japan, just previous to the outbreak 
of the war. 


Tho Hatjsusc was a battleship of 15,- 


000 tons displacement and of the latest 
model. She was only completed in 1900, 
was built in England, was 400 feet long, 
had 7G',4 feet beam, drew 27 feet of wai- 
ter, had 16,300 indicated horse power 
and was fitted with water tube boilers. 
She was completely armored with steel. 
Tier armament consisted of four 12 inch 
guns, fourteen C inch guns, twenty 12 
pounders, eight 3 pounders and four 2% 
poundnrs. She had four torpedo tubes, 
her estimated speed wag 19.11 knots.

SIBERIAN RAILROAD 


MIANDONHA, (a station on the Man- 


churian railway), May 18.—Delayed in 
transmission).—The task of safeguard- 
ing the railroad against the constant 
and determined attacks of Japanese and 
Chinese agents has caused the Russian 
military authorities unremitting labor.

MADISON, May 19—Permanent Chair- 


man Lenroot, presiding at the Bepubli- 
can convention attended by the La Toi- 
lette delegates, called the gathering to 
order at 9:40 o'clock and inquired if the 
committee on resolutions was ready to 
report. Chairman Chynowcth, of that 
committee reported that he had a com- 
munication from one of the members of 
the. committee which was sent to* the 
secretary's desk for reading. It proved 
to be the resignation from fehe commit- 
tee of Chas. H. Paster,: erf Milwaukee, 
one ol the anti-third term leaders. •',..The 
resignation was accepted and Fred Or 
Lorenz of Milwaukee was named to fill 
the vacancy.

The following is an abstract: 
The Republican party of the state of

TO DISREGARD CAUCUSES. 


It was learned later this afternoon 


from no official close to the' administra- 
tion who tad talked with members of 
the state central committee that the 
committee had decided Ashland in favor 
of the governor and had- decided Eaii 
Claire, one district for the stalwarts and 
one for the governor. This same official 
who eornos from the first district, says 
there will be no caucus of the First dis- 
trict delegates.

TRANSPORTATION OV GRAIN. 


It costs in Canada to transport grain 


by railroad a distance of 828 miles by 
the Intercolonial railroad 2.27 cents per 
bushel. 
If to this is added the 1,800 


miles between Winnipeg arid - Mbneto'n 
over the new proposed road, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the cost would no!; exceed 
4.39 cents per bushel. As to these Ca- 
nadian rail rates from Winnipeg to Port 
Arthur the cheapest rate has been 6 
cents, while last year by lake from 'Dr.- 
luth to Quebec, a rate was made of 3% 
cents. When one reads of the charges 
made by American railroads for carrying 
grain from the west to the cast it is 
time to reflect that as time passes the 
ever increasing production of the great 
northwest including the Canadian north- 
west, will have a tendency to seek the 
Canadian route both for transportation 
and shipment to Europe. 


Soon Canada will have three railroad 


lines connecting the Atlantic with the 
Pacific and as the first Canadian road is 
connected up with the American system 
so will all the others. In discussing this 
matter -)f the cost of transporting grain 
the Record HWald says: 


"These fiicts are of intense interest to' 


the grain shippers and producers of the 
United States as well as of Canada. It 
is stp.ted that the lowest combination of 
rates known from Chicago to New York, 
normal tariff, is 10'/2 cents, the distance 
being about BOO miles. Applying 
the 


Intercolonial tests to this haul, the. cost 
would bo about 2.47 cents per bushel. 
Present rates on wheat nil rail from Chi- 
cago to New York are 10.5 a bushel on 
domestic and 8.1 cents on grain1 for ex- 
port. Before the spring reductions the 
rates worn 14 aud 0 cents. When the 
Rtate ot Sew York appropriated $100,- 
000,000 for the rebuilding of the Eric 
canal, the boast was made in > certain 
quarters that when the work was com- 
pleted the railroads could drive the ca- 
nal out of business. 


"Recently testimony was given before 


the Interstate Commerce commission to 
show that tlie profit on an average car 
load of grain from Chicago to Buffalo 
was between $2,700 and 
$3,000. Had 


New York been able to secure such rates 
as the Intcicoioriol tests indicate the 
railroads could alFord to make, her vast 
canal appropriation' would have been un- 
necessary."

ITKiCOXSTlTIITIOWAIj 
LEGISLATION.. 


It is a.singular thing that state legis- 


latures will.insist on enacting legislation:, 
that is clearly unconstitutional and 
known to be so at the time. Laws are 
enacted as to'which there is considerable 
doubt of being constitutional and there 
seems to be no official whose duty it will 
be to steer,the legislatures clear in their 
path. .There have been laws enacted 
having a proper purpose in view, but 
still when attempted to be enforced by 
some enterprising state official, turn out 
to be but waste paper. Then too laws 
will be enacted having no proper purpose 
at all, but only for mischief,, and most 
of these also, if resisted/are held to he 
of no good. Laws clearly beneficial to 
the community, to the state in general, 
laws that would serve a high public pur- 
pose fall by the acts of supreme courts 
because of inability to meet the test 
of constitutionality. 


One state enacts a law intended to ap- 


ply but to one city -when it is known be- 
yond question,, any law of that nature 
must be general in its application. The 
law gets on the books and when inter- 
ested parties seek to enforce hoping .they 
will get .through successfully, other in- 
terested parties invoke the ever ready 
constitutional test and proceed to knock 
the offending law oitt. States enact pure 
food laws, enact anti-trust laws, but su- 
preme court after supreme court of dif- 
ferent states have knocked every one 
of them out of existence. It ought not 
to be said all this is of a purpose that. 
our courts are so prejudiced in. favor1'ol 
trust and, combinations, and oppose pro- 
per legislation that pure food and-punt 
air be secured, that they find us uncon- 
stitutional, these forms .01. legislation 
having tho best interests of the, general 
community at heart; 


- Rather that legislatures through neg-. 
lect in having examined by trained legal 
minds the proposed laws, enact 
these 


measures that faulty in sonic particulars, 
faulty in sonic sections in requiring the 
right thing to be donn in the wrong way, 
make it necessary for the courts to pur- 
sue the course they do. In most of these 
adverse deverse-.'decision's ; the' trouble 
has not been because of the subject it- 
self inudmlssablc as to being controlled 
by legislation, but for running 
up 


against some division of the state con- 
stitution that making one section illegal, 
throws out the entire law. It is not 
unconstitutional to 
legislate 
against 


business and other forms of conspiracies, 
neither to enact pure food ,lawa. It is 
proper to legislate to insure the aboli- 
tion of child labor, and in fnct under the 
general police powers and common law 


practice, the-state.or community may 
legislate with safety and propriety pro- 
vided they do not run counter to'the 
constitution of the state or charter of 
the city. 


The suggestion has been made before 


that every proposed law should be care- 
fully examined by competent men and 
all defects thus made to appear. Many 
times these defects may be cured by ap- 
propriate action and then passed, becom- 
ing laws that can be enforced provided 
it is anybody's business to do the en- 
forcing. 


THE 1VEW YORK PLATFORM. 


The New York platform is 
careful 


not to endorse any anti-trust and com- 
bine proceedings as to a governmental 
policy, .that is to say, on the part of the 
nation itself as represented by congress, 
the president and h'is official family, and 
the federal judiciary, attorney generals, 
district attorneys, etc. But the platform 
distinctly pronounces for the control by 
the state of all corporations chartered 
by the state in the'interests of the peo- 
ple. This inferrentially infers the nat- 
ional government has no concern with 
the regulation of Combinations and so- 
called trusts, and in fact, this view is 
the view taken by/the great corporative 
interests of Wall street. 


It is not forgotten that in a previous 


session of congress when the Littleficld 
amendment' to the constitution was up 
for consideration, Democratic votes kill- 
ed it. Nor is it forgotten that only a 
short time since ex-President -Cleveland 
himself publicly stated he was sorry he 
had not been offered an opportunity dur-: 
ing his administration to .confront the 
trust evil, alleging litigation had pre- 
vented. But it is understood very clear- 
ly his attorney general held the Sher- 
mitn law was no good. 


The Democratic party can not come in 


at this day and claim superiority for any 
activity in anti-trust legislation, and nei- 
ther can it file any provable'claim it has 
Bad at any time"'any serious intention 
to best the trusts? It is probably near- 
er the facts to spates' that as a matter" 
off politics the: Republican leaders and 
legislators have not. been as active as 
iiight. be desired bj/some, but at the 
same time, the.Republican party ns'a 
^>arty has given tbfe* country the'kteTy 
anti-trust and an,ffi-ct>mbine laws,it pos- 
sesses, and has enfprpcd riot aggressively 
as some good people wish, still it has en- 
forced and is enforcing the 
anti-trust 


legislation. The Democratic party has 
done nothing, it is doing nothing, at the 
very time it should have been doing bus- 
iness with the combines, for its attorney 
general xvnder Cleveland said the Repub- 
lican Sherman anti-trust law was of no 
good, and it is merely pretending now.

Admittance by Badge to Hall 


Gives Them a Majority of 


77 Over the Opposition. 


The Stalwart Minority, Lead by Rosenberry, 


Jeffris and Hicks, Make Determined 


Stand for Rights of the 


Conservatives. 


SIADTSOX, Wis., Hay 18.—In conclud- 


ing his discussion today over the right 
of the La Follette supporters to exclude 
from the convention hull all those dele- 
gates from districts ruled adversely upon 
by the state central committee, Mr. 
Hicks made a motion that every dele- 
gate having credentials signed by the 
chairman and secretary of the conven- 
tion in which he was elected be allowed 
to vote. The chair held that the contest- 
ing delegates have not the right to sit in 
the convention and vote on their own 
cases. 


Mr. Hicks then appealed from the de- 


cision of the chair nnd Mr. Eoscnberry 
nskcd for a roll call. Mr. Bancroft then 
opened a tirade against Mr. JelTris and 
Mr. Hicks asking when they became Ee- 
publicans. He wns jeered and asked to 
give up hi* railroad pass. 
Mr. Hicks 


challenged the right of any man who is 
under indictment in the court of public 
opinion to charge him with 
a crime 


against the party. Mr. Jpffris 
then 


arose to » point of order. He said he 
had been misquoted maliciously by a 
gentleman who is here denouncing the 
railroads nnd cnme here on a pass, mean- 
ing Bancroft. 


A vote was then taken on sustaining 


the share on ruling on Mr. Hicks' mo- 
tion. It was a strict factional vote and 
resulted, yes, 574 5-6, noes, 485 1-0. This 
was the first tost vote and shows the 
way the delegates are lined up. Before 
the vote was announced Mr. Jeffrie pro- 
tested o rirocording the vote from all 
contested districts seated by the state 
central committee. 


C. C. Gittings of Racine made a strong 


address in defense of the state central 
committee saying that every contestant 
was given :i hearing and every oppor- 
tunity was given to present their case. 


BOLT OR XOT UNANSWERED. 
MADISON, May 18.—Factional feeling 


between the Republican factions here at 
the opening of the Republican state con- 
vention at the university gymnasium to- 
day was keyed up to the highest pitch. 
The question, "will there be a bolt of the 
anti-third termers?" was asked on every 
hand and remained unanswered in any 
definite way. The nearest to an answer 
was a shake of the head and a shrug of 
the shoulders in a way signfieant to con- 
vey that there might or might not be a 
bolt. Such a state of affairs never be- 
fore existed in Wisconsin.

COOK HOLDS KEY. 


The key to the situation was appar- 


ently held by former Congressman Sam- 
uel A. Cook, of Neenah, candidate for 
governor with over 120 delegates pledg- 
ed to his support. Without the adher- 
ence of Mr. Cook to any plan of with- 
drawing or bolting the regular conven- 
tion such a. plan could hardly avail any- 
thing tangible as the bolters would not 
have control over any where near a ma- 
jority of the delegates. 


The state central committee which 


•worked late into the night settled but 
two contests, reducing the number of 
delegates in the anti-third termers' col- 
umn by 22, being Ashland county and 
the Second district of Dodge county. 
The committee was in session again to- 
day and it was said there was no ques- 
tion but what Governor La l-'ollette 
would have a majority of delegates and 
quite a few to spare. 


BAENKCH ADHERENTS' PLAN. 
The Bacnsch delegates at

drawn-out caucus perfected a "steering" 
committee and planned to march to the 
convention hall today with the avowed 
purpose of demanding what they consid- 
er their rights, namely, the seating of all 
delegates claimed in the Baensch col- 
umn.

tion managers by stationing at the en- 
trance a double row of big bouncers 
wearing badges a foot long with the 
words "Deputy Sheriff" printed on it in 
poster type. .There were quite as many 
wearing badges "Assistant Sergeant at 
Arms." 


This did not argue well for harmony 


and there was an interesting crowd of 
onlookers aboiit the doors expecting a 
scrap. Each delegate and supported of 
Baensch and Cook wore a badge "Anti- 
third Term" and another "Hiker," be- 
sides the delegate badges. 


STALWARTS RUIST GAUNTLET. 


The governor's delegates were all. in 


their seats early and as the stalwart 
delegates 
came in after running the 


gauntlet of attendants, there was much 
cheering. As

General 


Bryant came to the stage there was 
more applause. It was 12:10 when Gen- 
eral Bryant called on Rev. E. G. Updike 
to invoke divine blessing. Gen. Bryant 
then asked the secretary to call the roll 
of delegates. 


PROTEST GOES UNHEEDED. 


M. G. Jeffris arose to protest against 


calling the roll until there was a tem- 
porary organization. The chairman re- 
fused to entertain the protest and order- 
ed the roll call. Mr. Jeffris asked that 
his protest be recorded and without 
further action the roll was celled^ 


LENROOT'S SPEECH. 


It took over half an hour to call the 


names of the 1,060 delegates. Irving C. 
Lcnroot was introduced by Chairman 
Bryant as 
temporary chairman. This 


convention, he said, will be memorable 
as the last Republican convention to 
nominate state officers, because at the 
next election its party promises, refer- 
ring to primary law, will be carried out. 
The speaker lauded the national leaders 
and defended tariff protection. He at- 
tacked the trusts and railroad rebates 
to favored shippers, urging remedial leg- 
islation to give the interstate commerce 
commission power to regulate rates anil 
punish offenders against the interstate 
commerce laws.

Our party 
stands for the same great laws it has 
been striving to put into force in 'the 
last four years, he said. Continuing, he 
declared: We c,garn demand the enact- 
ment oi primarj election laws, and just 
taxation laws. 
The recent conflict in 


the party this year has been most unfor- 
tunate, but this contest has insured the 
passage of the primary election law by 
an overwhelming vote in November. He 
demanded legislation regulating public 
service corporations 
and 
establishing 


equitable transportation rales and mak- 
ing them pay their rightful share of the 
taxes. ' His remarks in part were:

METHODS NOT REPUBLICAN. 


"I see before me some hundred men 


with whom I have attended state con- 
ventions. They have.attended national 
conventions and they know, as 'I kno\y, 
and as we all know, that these conven- 
tions are not controlled by wire fences.

It was standing when Washington 


was a village. It antedates the capital 
and the White House. Built by a man 
of wealth, it bears to this day the im- 
press of the large ideas and quiet ele- 
gance of colonial times; but the shad- 
ow which speedily fell across it made 
it a marked place even in those early 
days. While it has always escaped 
the hackneyed epithet of "haunted," 
families that have moved in have ns 
(juickly moved out, giving as their ex- 
cuse that no happiness was to be found 
there and that sleep was impossible 
under its roof. That there was some 
reason for this lack of rest within 
walls which were-not without; their 
tragic reminiscences all must acknowl- 
edge. Death had often occurred there, 
and while this fact can be stated in 
regard to most old houses, it ia not 
often that one can say, as in this case, 
that it was invariably sudden and in- 
variably of one character. 


A lifeless man, lying outstretched on 


a certain hearthstone, might be found

The Milwaukee Sentinel this morning 


pri'n'tsfcthe following^ interview with Sen- 
ator, .Spooner regarding the present po- 
litical'situation at Ma'dison:

''it' is, as I see it, deplorable in. the 


extreme. It is a crisis in the life of the 
Republican party in Wisconsin. I have 
not scon one similar to it before, I do 
not think there is a worse situation in 
any state. On both sides there is great 
bitterness. Those who" are opposed 
to 


giving a third term of office to any chief 
executive, save under the rare circum- 
stances which some times have made the 
demand a general one, have made.a rig- 
orous and splendid campaign and aeem 
certainly to have elected a majority of 
duly accredited delegates to the conven- 
tion.

BIGHT OXI/T TO PASS ON CREDEN- 


TIALS. 


"The function of a state central com- 


mittee, ns I have always understood it 
and now understand it, so far as making 
tip the temporary roll of the conventioii 
is concerned, is primarily purely minis- 
terial.; Its plain duty is to place upon 
the roll the names of all delegates who 
bear credentials 'authenticated in accord- 
ance with laWj party usage, or the terms 
of the call issued for 
the • convention. 


Such credentials constitute a prima faoie 
right to seats in the convention, and to 
exercise,all of tlie. functions! imtil other- 
wise ordered by a vote of the convention 
itself. 


"If it .slipold happen that two delega- 


tions bear eredent«il9'Iauthent!cated by 
the same officials, so that it is impossi- 
ble to'determine from an inspection of 
the credentials'which'have the better 
right, I have always tmderatood the rule 
to be that neither should be placed upon 
the ternporaryylpll.- U the state central 
committee Is, in addition to the ordinary 
Junctions of- such a ebmmittee, charged 
with tho power nnd duty, of a committee 
van credentials, it devolves upon it also to 


hear contests, ascertain the facts in re- 
lation thereto, and report to the con- 
vention the facts with their recommenda- 
tion in the premises. Its action is, of 
course, only advisory. 


WOULD BE REVOLUTIONARY. 
"The contention, that such a commit- 


tee has the power to hear contests and 
decide them against the delegation pos- 
sessing the'duly authenticated creden- 
tials nnd carry; their decision into effect 
without action of the convention, by 
placing upon the temporary|,; rbll , the 
names of-those whom theyHhink' the 
convention ought to seat is to my mind 
revolutionary, sustained by no principle, 
usurpatory in the highest degree, nnd 
absolutely 
incompatible with the suc- 


cess of government by parties. 


"If such is to be tho rule it is rather 


an idle thing for electors to choose nnd 
duly accredit delegates to, a convention, 
for a state central committee or those 
who dominate it for some ulterior pur- 
pose may prefer that a, minority rather 
than H. majority shall be in control of 
the convention. 
• . 


"Such a rrile would invite fictitious 


contests, would enable a committee to 
perpetuate itself, or an administration 
upon which its members depend for con- 
tinuance in public position, 


COMMITTEE NOT CONVENTION'S 


MASTER. 


"The state central committee is the 


aervsnt of the convention, not its mas- 
ter. It might easily be its master by the 
exercise of a power to disregard 
the 


prima facie right, and to plnce men who 
do not possess sncli right; on the tem- 
porary roll of the convention, for dele- 
gates entitled to places on the tempor- 
ary roll have n right io vote on all con- 
tests coming before the convention, exr 
eept those involving their own right to 
n seat. 


"I hope there is no such purpose here, 


but if there be, and there be an attempt 
to carry it .into, effect, I pray, .for the 
sake of the party, that the people, have 
chosen enough men who care more for 
the party nnd the, success of its princi- 
ples than for nnythipg pise to correct 
such an usurpation at the 
threshold. 


While nominations to be made by a con- 
vention are important, they are of little 
consequence compared with the 
rjara- 


mount'importnnoo of justice and impar- 
tiality in adherence (;o 
correct 
party 


procedure. 


"I love the party. I have supported it 


with tinsw«rvinjf fidelity since I became 
a v.otcr. I have never scratched a name 
on its ticket. I-look on its success and 
the-carrying of its principles and policies 
into administration aa of supreme inter- 
est, to the people, and with all my heart 
I hope that there will be sufficient cool- 
ness, business, and iense of party-peril 
in this presidential year, The situation 
distresses' me, and must distress all Re-
